We  make  a  great  specialty  of  Couliflower  Plants,  buying  the  best  seed 
only,  sowing  every  3  or  4  days  from  the  middle  of  March  to  near  the  first 
of  July,  having  a  large  supply  of  fresh  plants  always  on  hand. 

We  ship  only  fresh  plants. 

We  have,  we  think,  the  largest  sale  of  Cauliflower  plants  in  the  United 
States. 

We  received  one  year  orders  for  550,000  Cauliflower  plants,  in  one  day 
from  members  of  the  Long  Island  Cauliflower  Association,  or  their  neighbors. 

We  have  sold  out,  about  August  1st,  all  the  Cauliflower  plants  we  had, 
four  separate  years,  to  members  of  the  Association,  or  their  neighbors. 

We  have  sold  190,000  plants  in  one  year  to  one  member  of  the  Association. 

We  have  a  very  large  trade  among  large  cauliflower  growers,  all  over  the 
East,  who  make  a  specialty  of  the  crop. 

We  could  only  have  this  trade  by  supplying  the  highest  grade  of  plants 
from  the  best  seed. 

Cauliflower  is  an  expensive  crop  to  grow  and  large  growers  will  not  risk 
their  crop  on  any  but  the  highest  quality  of  plants  from  the  best  strains 
of  seed. 

The  general  reasons  why  we  have  this  very  large  trade  are: 

1 —  Because  we  buy  and  sow  the  highest  quality  of  seed  only. 

We  never  sow  an  ounce  of  seed  but  the  best. 

2 —  We  have  had  thirty-one  years’  experience  and  we  know  how  to  raise 
the  finest  grade  of  plants  that  can  be  grown. 

3 —  We  are  located  in  a  grain  and  dairy  section  and  not  in  a  trucking 
section,  so  we  do  not  have  the  pests  and  diseases  that  are  often  prevalent  in 
a  trucking  section. 

We  have  never  seen  a  cabbage  maggot. 

The  Japanese  Beetle  is  not  in  this  part  of  the  State. 

4 —  To  keep  our  Cauliflower,  Cabbage  and  Sprout  plants  free  from  disease 
we  have  moved  our  plant  fields  21  times  in  32  years  to  NEW  tracts  of  land. 

We  have  never  seen  a  Cauliflower,  Cabbage  or  Sprout  plant  that  had 
club-root. 

The  European  corn  borer  and  Gypsy  moth  are  not  in  this  part  of  the 
country. 

6 — We  are  located  in  the  New  Jersey  Highlands,  a  cool  situation,  very 
favorable  to  Cauliflower  plants,  and  on  soil  having  naturally  enough  lime  in 
it  to  make  it  neutral  or  slightly  alkaline,  which  grows  the  most  healthy  Cauli¬ 
flower  and  cabbage  plants. 

6 _ When  you  buy  our  plants  you  get  not  only  pedigreed  plants,  but 

CLEAN  plants. 

You  do  not  get  cabbage  maggots,  corn  borers,  Gypsy  moths  or  Japanese 
beetles  to  infest  your  land  because  there  are  no  such  things  in  this  part  of 
the  country. 

Neither  do  you  get  club-root,  as  our  soil  has  sufficient  lime  to  make  it 
neutral  and  we  grow  plants  on  new  grain  land  each  year. 


Last  year  we  sowed  a  very  large  amount  of  Cauliflower  seed  at  our  New 
Jersey  plant  fields,  and  also,  for  early  plants,  at  our  place  in  lower  Dela¬ 
ware,  more  cauliflower  seed,  no  doubt,  than  had  ever  before  been  sown,  in 
one  season,  by  any  plant  growers. 

All  of  the  early  plants  that  we  had  in  Delaware  were  sold,  and  we  did 
not  have  near  enough  to  fill  the  orders  received. 

The  plants  that  we  had  at  Chester,  for  sale  during  June,  were  all  sold 
and  we  did  not  have  near  enough  of  them. 

The  very  large  number  of  plants  that  we  had  for  sale  during  July  were 
all  sold — largely  to  the  growers  of  the  Long  Island  Cauliflower  Association 
and  their  neighbors — and  we  did  not  have  half  enough  to  fill  the  orders  re¬ 
ceived. 

There  were  six  people  here  from  the  North  Shore  of  Long  Island  for 
plants,  by  automobile  or  truck,  in  one  day. 

The  present  season  is  the  fourth  season  that  we  have  sold  entirely  out 
to  the  Long  Island  Cauliflower  growers. 

One  grower  came,  with  neighbors,  with  a  truck  and  got  60,000  plants, 
and  when  he  got  home  telegraphed  the  money  for  10,000  more. 

In  the  Fall,  when  we  were  touring  the  Long  Island  Cauliflower  section, 
to  examine  the  fields  of  cauliflower,  we  stopped  at  his  place. 

He  had,  we  think,  the  finest  field  of  cauliflower  that  we  had  ever  6een. 

He  had  raised  some  plants  of  his  own  from  seed  bought  on  Long  Island. 

In  the  winter  he  wrote  us  that  he  had  sold  $8,000  worth  of  cauliflower 
from  the  field  of  12  acres,  and  that  there  was  $2,000  or  $3,000  worth  left 
out  on  the  field  when  the  early  Fall  freeze  came. 

He  asked  if  we  would  sell  him  6  pounds  of  our  seed,  saying  that  the 
cauliflower  from  our  seed  “was  the  best.” 

We  wrote  him  that  we  would,  and  he  sent  us  a  certified  check  for  11 
pounds,  ordering  some  for  his  neighbors.

NOTE — It  was  proved  by  the  Maryland  Experiment  Station  several  year 
ago  that  Golden  Self-Bleaching  from  French  Seed  does  not  become  hollow 
stalked. 

We  have  bought  the  originator’s  strain  of  French  grown  Golden  Self- 
Bleaching  seed  for  many  years  and  have  never  seen  or  heard  of  a  hollow  stalk 
from  the  strain. 

We  import  the  seed  direct  from  the  originator. 

We  pay  a  high  price  for  the  seed,  so  have  to  ask  a  little  more  per  1,000 
for  the  plants  than  are  raised  from  cheap  strains. 


COMMENTS  ON  VARIETIES 


We  tested  for  6  years,  side  by  side,  in  the  field,  for  TONS  PER  ACRE 
practically  all  the  strains  of  Danish  Ballhead  and  Copenhagen  Market  seed 
grown  by  the  largest  Danish  seed  growers,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season  have 
weighed  up  the  cabbage  from  each  strain  and  have  imported  the  highest  yield¬ 
ing  strain  of  each. 

We  have  been  cabbage  growers,  as  well  as  plant  growers,  for  over  20 
years,  and  we  believe  we  grow  the  biggest  crops  that  have  ever  been  grown 
in  New  Jersey. 

The  strain  of  Danish  seed  that  we  have  imported  yielded  in  our  field  in 
a  dry  season  21  tons  per  acre. 

The  plants  were  set  2%x3  feet,  and  at  the  end  of  the  season  scales  were 
taken  to  the  field,  the  cabbage  of  each  strain  cut  and  weighed  in  the  field. 

The  field  had  been  marked  out  with  a  marker,  making  the  rows  of  plants 
exactly  3  feet  apart,  and  the  plants  set  exactly  2%  feet  in  the  row,  so  that 
every  plant  should  have  exactly  the  same  space. 

The  fertilizer  had  been  drilled  in  broadcast,  with  a  fertilizer  drill,  across 
the  rows,  so  that  each  strain  should  have  exactly  the  same  amount  of  fer¬ 
tilizer. 

The  heads  of  the  heaviest  yielding  of  the  31  strains  averaged  7.22  lbs. 
each. 


COPENHAGEN  MARKET 

Ontario  County,  New  York,  is  probably  the  largest  producer  of  cabbage 
of  any  county  in  the  United  States,  just  as  Aroostock  County,  Maine,  is  the 
largest  producer  of  White  potatoes ;  and  Accomac  County,  Virginia,  is  the 
largest  producer  of  sweet  potatoes.

RE-ROOTED  PLANTS 


We  set  from  15,000  to  40,000  Danish  Cabbage  plants  per  season  for  many 
years  and  large  numbers  of  celery  plants. 

For  several  seasons  we  set  no  plants  but  re-rooted  one,  and  though  we  set 
through  the  driest  weather,  we  seldom  lose  any  plants. 

After  we  plow  down  a  good  clover  or  other  sod,  harrow  the  ground  several 
times  until  it  is  time  to  set  the  plants,  cross  plow,  drill  in  1,200  or  1,400 
pounds  of  high  grade  fertilizer  per  acre,  and  harrow  4  or  5  times,  until  the 
entire  seed  bed  is  as  mellow  as  it  can  be  made,  we  cannot  afford  to  set  any 
but  the  best  plants  so  that  we  may  have  a  full  stand. 

After  we  have  set  the  plants  we  expect  to  cultivate  6  or  8  times,  hoe 
2  or  3  times  and  spray  if  necessary,  and  the  expense  is  too  great  to  use  any 
but  the  best  plants. 

We  have  harvested  26  tons  of  cabbage  per  acre  and  sold  $526.89  worth  of 
tomatoes  from  876  plants,  and  $140.42  worth  from  148  plants.  We  have  sold 
$645  worth  of  celery  from  three-fourths  of  an  acre. 

Below  are  conditions  necessary  to  get  the  largest  yield : 

1.  Use  a  good  strong  soil. 

2.  Plow  down  a  good  heavy  sod  and  cross  plow,  or  use  plenty  of  stable 
manure  or  both. 

3.  Use  plenty  of  high  grade  fertilizer  to  feed  the  crop. 

4.  Prepare  the  seed  bed  perfectly  by  plowing  well  and  harrowing  very 

fine. 

5.  Use  plants  from  the  best  strain  of  seed  that  can  be  had. 

6.  Use  re-rooted  plants  to  get  a  perfect  stand  of  strong  plants. 

7.  Hoe  and  cultivate  to  keep  the  soil  in  fine  condition. 

8.  Spray  to  head  off  the  enemies  that  may  attack  the  crop. 

Use  all  of  these  means  and  success  is  certain. 

We  set  no  cauliflower,  cabbage,  sprout  of  celery  plants  but  re-rooted  ones.

But,  to  keep  our  plants  free  from  diseases  of  any  kind,  we  have  moved 
to  new  farm  or  tracts  of  land  twenty-one  times  in  thirty-two  years. 

We  thus  keep  our  plants  free  from  disease. 

We  could  raise  cheaper  plants  by  buying  cheaper  seeds,  raising  the  plants 
year  after  year  on  the  same  plant  farm,  and  doing  all  of  the  other  things  that 
make  plants  cheap.

The  first  and  second  zones  from  Chester  include  all  of  New  Jersey,  all 
of  Delaware,  all  of  Connecticut  (except  the  northeast  corner),  two-thirds  of 
the  Post  Offices  of  Pennsylvania,  more  than  half  of  the  offices  of  New  York 
State,  a  considerable  portion  of  those  in  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  and 
Maryland,  and  some  in  Vermont  and  Virginia.
